Spiritual Imperialism of Italy|Bread 


Rome, July. 3 — Italy's authors 
must be fnstruments for her “spirit, 
ual imperialism,” declared Premier 
Mussolini, inaugurating the new head 
quatters of the Itallan Authors’ So- 
clety. ‘“‘Itallan writers, creators at 
home and abroad,’ Eignor Musaollol 
sald, “must be the carriers of. the now 
type of Italian /civilization. .

“STOP” RULES 
“ON HIGHWAYS 


Hon. G.S. Henry Announced 
“New Safety Measure 
on Highways * 


Toronto, July 12.—Hon. George S. 
Henry, Minister of Highways, an- 
tounced ‘the early introduction by 
his- department of a now traffic regu- 
lation by which all Provincial high- 
ways In Ontario afe to be classed and 
recognized as “Stop” streets, The 
regulation ate tg in the process of 
drafting fo; tJme, and is just 
about ready now to bo put into effect 
Bhould Prove Popular. 

There has. been considerable ag!- 
tation In the past from various sec: 
tions of Ontarlo for’a system of thts 
kind, The Government has careful- 
ly Investigated Its possibilities, and 
{n making it law are confident that It 
will meet with the general approval 
of the motoring public. 

Government officials feel that the 
new regulation will tond to cut down 
the numberof accidents In the coun- 
try. During the past years several 
car smashes occurred on main high- 
ways due to the belief of drivers that 
op the more-travelled highways they 
had the “right-of-way.? and that 
there was no‘necesslty of slowing up 
for cars approaching on intersecting 
mipor roads. The new regulation 

w provides for ‘right of way” on 
the [Provincial highways, inasmach 
as cars approaching from right or 
left must come to a stand-still. 

Will Defend Operation, 

It isto be expected, of course, that 
the regulation will not become effec- 
tlre until “Stop” signa have been 
erected by the Government for all 
highways to be designated as “Stop” 
Government takes the 
attitude that the public’ must “havo 
fair warning in this rogard. This 
designation of Provincial highways 
is just a forerunner, it is belleved, of 
similar treatment of other important 
country roads.

Five years ago Mrs., McPherson 
came to Los Angeles from Ingersoll, 
Ont., with her two children and fif- 
ty cents.

Vantage of the season of heavy production 
and consequently low priced eggs to put 
by a supply of eggex for culinary purposes 
for yse during the season of high prices. 

For this purpose there are a number of 
preservatives that are satisfactory, but the 
(two outstanding ones are .“waterglass” and 

‘lime water’. 

Waterglan ix an excellent preservative 
but it owes a great deal of its popularity 
{te the fact that it can be readily procured 
at any drug store in cpnvenient form. 

_ Lime water is a much cheaper prererva- 
tive and experiments carried on by the Ex- 
pecimental Farma have shown it to be 
equal, if not superiur, to waterglass. For 
a number of years the Experimental Farm 
at Cap Rouge has been conducting testa 
in the storing of eggs, Some of the eggs 
are whipped to the Central Farm each sea- 
son for examination and it is found that 
those preserved in Jime water ate the 
bert. 

When eggs are to be held in a commer 
cial way cold storage ia an cssential. The 
guaranizing process is one that is becom- 
ing increaxingyy popular.. For a number 
of yearx the Central Farm ‘has been carry-
